individual to possess any semi-automatic firearm magazine which is capable of holding more than
10 rounds of ammunition. Violation is punishable by up to 5 years imprisonment or a fine of up to
$5,000.)

imprisonment up to 5 years or a fine up to $5,000.)

Exempts full-time law enforcement, state marshals and members of the U.S. military
from these prohibitions.)
